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Germany Urges 
Freedom Charter 


U. S. Supports 
Hove for East 
Europe Nations 


Dulles Urges 
'Declaration of 
Independence' 


PARIS Oft—West Germany today 
proposed a “ charter of freedom ” 
for E astern European nations to 
win independence from Soviet rule. 
The move had strong U. S. back­ 
ing. 
The German proposal was made 
by Foreign Minister Heinrich von 
Brentano at today’s secret NATO 
Council meeting and won im m edi­ 
ate and full backing by Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles. 
Dulles urged the council to write 
this “ declaration of independence" 
into the final communique of the 
NATO meeting as a solemn re­ 
solve of the Atlantic community. 
The NATO m inisters promptly 
gave the Germ an proposal their 
im plicit endorsem ent by agreeing 
to the Dulles suggestion. 


Adopt New Proposal 


The NATO m inisters also adopt­ 
ed a thhee-nation proposal today 
that would weld the seven-year-old 
alliance into a com pact political 
unit capable of common action in­ 
side and 
outside 
NATO’s geo­ 
graphical boundaries. 
Brentano warned that freedom 
for the nations behind the Iron 
Curtain should not be sought by 
economic, political, 
or military 
pressure or force. 
The pressure 
should be moral, he said, reflect- 
in g a point made earlier this week 
by Dulles. 
The Brentano plan included five 
principles: 
I. All peace-loving peoples shall 
support the rights of the Eastern 
European nations to self determ i­ 
nation and self-government in full 
freedom. 
I. The political order 
in the 
countries of Eastern Europe shall 
be based on national independence, 
sovereignty and the barring of im ­ 
perialist subjugation of small na­ 
tions. 
J. All nations of Eastern Europe 
shall have the right to decide for 
them selves in full freedom the so­ 
cial order in their territories. 
No Military Force 
4. The internal development of 
the countries of E astern Europe 
shall not bo influenced by m ilitary 
force or threats or by economic 
and political pressure. 
5. The hum an rights of the coun­ 
tries of E astern Europe shall be 
inviolable. 
He said the Soviet Union could 
sign such a declaration without 
loss of prestige. 
Brentano said the Soviet menace 
in Europe had never been greater 
and that 22 crack Red arm y di­ 
visions were poised in Eastern 
G erm any. 
He said first class So­ 
viet divisions had been m arched 
into Hungary and that Kremlin 
control of Bulgaria and Romania 
had been tightened up. 
He warned that an uprising in 
E astern Germ any could bring the 
world to the brink of global war 
and that the tragic events in Hun­ 
gary would be repeated on an even 
bigger and bloodier scale.

A total of 118 jurors have been 
excused since the trial opened Mon­ 
day. 
Four jurors have been im­ 
paneled, and one rem ained seated 
in the fury box after W ednesday’s 
session. 
Mrs. Davis and her 18-year-old 
daughter, Betty, are accused of 
beating to death a form er Cave-in- 
Rock girl, Betty Joiner, 19, the 
night of July I, 1955, on 111. I, a 
mile north of Cave in Rock.

jurors 
were 
dismissed 
W ednesday in Hardin Circuit Court 
for having a fixed opinion about 
the guilt or innocence of the de­ 
fendants through hearsay and news­ 
paper or magazine articles. 
Judge B. W. Eovaldi said Monday 
he thought some jurors were trying 
to evade jury duty by claiming 
prejudice. 
The Davises wore indicted for 
m urder Sept. 27, 1955, after a July 
5 inquest returned a verdict of 
death due to a fractured skull 
“cause unknown.” 
The m other and daughter are ac­ 
cused of killing the H artford, Conn., 
girl after she accepted an automo­ 
bile 
ride 
toward 
Elizabethtown 
from Glenn Elwood McDowell, a I 
suitor to Betty Davis. 
Allegedly, the Davises forced Mc­ 
Dowell’s car off the highway, pull­ 
ed Betty Joiner from the car and 
started hitting her and McDowell. 
Miss Joiner ran screaming down the 
highway and was struck by a south­ 
bound auto driven by Bernie Herr- 
rhann. 


Paris Democrat 
Blasts Daley 
Power in Party 


Charges One-Man 
Show in Selection 
Of Candidates 


SPRINGFIELD OLE)—Paris Dem­ 
ocrat John R. (Buck) Asher today 
accused Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley of running a one-man show 
in picking Democratic candidates 
for state offices. 
Asher, a Democratic state central 
committeeman, jum ped into the 
party squabble over Daley’s power 
here Wednesday when he sent a 
statem ent to all legislators and 
party county chairm en in which he 
said election laws should be amend­ 
ed to provide popular election of 
county chairm en every two years 
in the primary. 
He also urged abolishment of 
state central comm ittees of both 
parties. 
Asher said Daley’s handpicked 
Democratic state candidates includ­ 
ed Sherwood Dixon, who was nam­ 
ed to run for governor in 1952, 
Herbert C. Paschen, who was given 
the organization’s backing in the 
1956 prim ary for governor, and 
Richard B. Austin, who replaced 
Paschen on the ticket. 
Gov. William G. Stratton, Asher 
charged, was guilty of the same 
kind of one-man rule in naming 
Elbert S. Smith to replace Orville 
E. Hodge as GOP candidate for 
state auditor. 
‘Asher said a num ber of changes 
should be made in the law to lim it I 
the authority of party central com­ 
mittees and give the party voters 
a greater choice in naming candi­ 
dates. 
Among them he listed proposals 
to elect the county chairm en, now 
chosen by precinct committeemen, 
in the prim aries every two years, 
and elim inate the necessity of vot- 
i ers declaring their party affiliation 
: in the prim aries. 
The party dispute over Daley’s 
authority was touched off by for­ 
mer National Democratic Chairman 
Stephen Mitchell, who has criticiz­ 
ed Daley's leadership.

A sudden storm that snarled traf­ 
fic in the Midwest with a 2 5 inch 
snowfall raced eastw ard today and 
weatherm en warned of sim ilar ac­ 
cum ulations in parts of New York, 
Pennsylvania and New England. 
Showers and thunderstorm s con­ 
tinued to drench the Northwest, 
swelling stream s to flood stage and 
forcing residents to evacuate their 
homes in some Oregon lowland sec­ 
tions. 
The snow storm , which began 
W ednesday in an area from South 
Dakota to Colorado, swept across 
Iowa, Kansas, northern Missouri, 
southern Minnesota, southern Wis­ 
consin and northern Illinois and 
lower Michigan. 
Freezing rain to the south of the 
storm glazed highways in north­ 
western Ohio. 
Scores of traffic accidents, in­ 
cluding a num ber of fatal crashes, 
were reported in the snow swept 
Midwest. 
At Milwaukee traffic w u jam­ 


med by a 5-inch fall that prompted 
city officials to declare a snow 
emergency. 
The entire city snow 
removal force was called out to 
clear roads and streets. 
High winds accompanying the 
storm 
assumed 
gale proportions 
over the Great Lakes, whipping up 
20-foot waves on the lakes.

near Charlevoix, Mich. 
Heavy snow in northw estern Can­ 
ada threatened to bury the fate 
of 62 persons lost in the crash of 
a Trans Canada Airlines plane near 
Vancouver, B. C., until next spring. 
At Sioux City, Iowa, a bus skid­ 
ded and collided with a car on a 
city street, killing a 7 8 -y e a r-o ld 
woman and injuring 12 p e rso n ^

killed two small children who were 
trapped in their second floor bed­ 
room. 
A m other and three of her 
four children were killed in a fire 
that destroyed th eir home at Van­ 
couver, B. C.

OP—A $15,000- 
a-year doctor arrested as the "cat 
burglar” of this .suburban com­ 
munity said today he “ became 
unglued” because of overwork. 
Dr. John Francis Riordan, 35, 
anesthetist at San Mateo’s Com-

Hospital, 
was 
arrested 
I Tuesday as he stepped out of sur­ 
gery. 
Police gave no details of 
the burglary with which he was 
charged. 
However, Riordan admitted he 
had entered one home in his neigh­ 
borhood, jimmying a 
rear door 
with a metal rod. 
After he got 
inside, he said, he heard the radio 
playing, realized someone was at 
home and fled. 
Riordan him self^ announced his 
arrest at an extraordinary press 
conference 
Wednesday. 
Present 
were San Mateo County authorities 
and Dr. Harold Chope, San Mateo 
County health director and R ior-1 
dan’s superior. 
Riordan is married and the fa­ 
ther of a 7-year-old daughter. 
‘‘This man is not a criminal,” , 
Chope said. ‘‘He has a mental ill-1 
ness. 
I’ve been trying for fo u r ; 
months to get some help at the 
hospital for him. This incident re­ 
sulted from an emotional strain.” 
Chope said Riordan had been 
working 50 to 60 hours a week. 
“ When he becomes too fatigued, 
he lacks the strength to fight back 
the compulsion to do something 
irrational,” Chope said. 
Chope said Riordan is worried 
over his ailing w;fe, who is pre- \ 
paring to undergo major surgery. | 
Riordan was released on his own 
recognizance to Chope. 
He re­ 
turned home where he played host 
at a pre-Christmas party Tuesday 
night for friends 
and neighbors 
who had no inkling then of his a r­ 
rest. 
Chope gave Riordan a few days 
off to rest. 
He said Riordan will 
remain on the hospital staff, but 
with a lightened work load.

The investigation concerns the 
$35,000 lobbying fee paid Chicago 
attorney J. Roy Browning by the 
Union Electric Co., St. Louis, and 
which allegedly was turned over 
to Hodge. 
U. S. Atty. John B. Stoddart Jr. 
recessed the jury a day earlier 
than had been scheduled, and said 
it would be recalled early in Jan ­ 
uary. The recess would provide an 
opportunity to review the case and 
gather additional evidence, he said. 
Question Secretary 
Hodge’s form er personal secre­ 
tary, Mildred D ressendorfer, and 
his form er receptionist, Dorothy 
Coffman, were among the witness­ 
es questioned W ednesday. 
Both said they were asked about 
reception and appointm ent records 
of persons who called upon Hodge 
at his statehouse office in April 
and May, 1955. They reported they 
could sot provide the information 


because they no longer have the 
reception and appointment records. 
George C. Hoffman, legislative 
representative of the Illinois and 
Chicago

and 
George Mahin, form er executive 
secretary of the Taxpayers Fed­

Because December is the worst 
month of the year for traffic fa- 
Unties, it has been chosen to lead 
off the National Safety Council’s 
Bewest and most vigorous cam- 
paign for safe driving. 
Labeled "Back the Attack on 
Traffic Accidents,” the campaign 
take* especial force from the fact 
that 1886 seems destined to go into 
the records as the worst in traffic 
history. 
December is a chief contributor 
to the dismel statistics because of 
these principal factors: snow and 
leo, long hours of darkness, and 
holiday drinking. 
Last Christmas a record 609 per­ 
sona ware killed in motor acci­ 
dents. 
Drinking drivers were in­ 
volved in 88 per cent of the fatal 
mishaps, though normally the fig- 
pre if IO par cent. And speed was 
a factor in 85 per cent of cases, 
against a usual 85 per cent. 
Obviously Christmas and New 
Year's celebrations open the way 
for a spree of carelessness et the 
wheel which brings havoc to many 
American families. 
This year every driver in the 
land ought to paste that figure of 
909 deaths In his hat and remem­ 
ber it when the time comes to de­ 
cide whether he wants both the 
bottle and the throttle to be joined 
in his holiday ealebrations. 
As for the peril of darkness, it 
should be noted that of last year’s 
Christmas deaths 75 per cent oc­ 
curred in the dark hours between 
I p. rn. and 7 a. rn. Darkness has 
long been one of the greatest en 
amies of safety on the streets and 
roads, and there is more of it in 
December than any other month. 
No one really needs to be told 
of the hazards of snow end Ice. 
But all too many drivers appear 
to forget the safeguards they must 
take to protect themselves and 
others under these conditions. 
Naturally 
it is incumbent on 
them to have their cars in good 
shape, with snow tires or chains 
where circumstances dictate, with 
good visibility maintained, and so

WASHINGTON. — The sorest 
man in America today against the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
is 
Adam Clayton Powell, the Negro 
congressman from Harlem, who 
bolted the Democrats to plug for 
Ike and now finds himself before 
a grand jury for income-tax eva­ 
sion. 
The inside story Is illumi­ 
nating. 
E a r l y last summer, 
Powell 
learned that he faced an income- 
tax probe. 
Three of his assist­ 
ants had been 
indicted for tax 
violations 
He went to see Vice 
President Nixon. 
Just what hap­ 
pened between them is not known, 
but Powell, as reported in 
this 
column on August 19, wrote Nixon 
that he was “ready and willing” 
to campaign for Eisenhower. 
Powell then went abroad, duck­ 
ing out on the crucial part of the 
congressional fight for schools and 
civil rights. 
From Italy he tele­ 
phoned 
his 
assistant, 
William 
Hampton, now under indictment, 
and dictated another letter to Nix­ 
on, plus a later to Max Rabb, the 
White House assisUnt in charge 
o' minorities, expressing his wil­ 
lingness to campaign for Eisen- 
hower-Nlxon. 
This was quite a switch for the 
Negro congressman from Harlem. 
He had been severe in his castlgs 
tion of Eisenhower In the psst. 
HOW TROUBLE BEGAN 
Earlier, however, Powell’s 1954 
campaign manager, Joseph Ford, 
had broken with him and taken 
with him some of the congree** 
man’s financial records. Ford got 
together with Powell’s primary 
opponent Herbert Bruce. A letter 
was written to the Justice 
De- 
psrment which led to the income- 
tax 
investigation of Powell and 
the indictment of his three secre­ 
taries. 
Among the financial 
transae 
tions investigated was the man 
ner in which Powell’s staff, while 
working for him in Washington 
and paid by the taxpayer, 
also 
worked for his various private in 
terests in New York. 
Two of Powell’s eongressiona 
secretaries, Acy Lennon, now eon 


on. 
But in the final test the drivers

three secreting. 
Then 
suddenly he was transferred to 
Washington, first to the Labor De­ 
partment, then to a Job with the 
House Judiciary commitee under 
GOP Congressman Keating of New 
York. 
Later 
he took 
leave to 
campaign for the Republican Na­ 
tional committee. 
WHITE HOUSE PREPARATIONS 
During all this investigation, an 
ultra-secret meeting was arrang­ 
ed between Congressman Powell, 
Democrat, and Max Rabb, White 
House aide, plus Charley Willis, 
former White House aide, now an 
official 
of the Grace Steamship 
company. 
Nixon had turned Powell’s let- 
tor over to Willis to arrange for 
the twitch to Eisenhower in a 
maimer which would awing the 
most votes. 
For some time dur­ 
ing the campaign 
this fall, the 
chief job of Charley Willis was to 
chsperone Powell and make sure 
nothing 
went wrong 
with 
his 
switch to Ike. 
The Powell declaration was con­ 
sidered to important that 
Max 
Rabb went to New York person­ 
ally to bring him to Washington 
to meet the President. In Wash­ 
ington Powell met separately with 
Chairman Leo Hall; Val Washing­ 
ton, Hall's Negro assistant; Sher­ 
man Adams; and finally with Els­ 
enhower himself.

gressman held another press con­ 
ference in Harlem.

York, Weaver denied to Jack An­ 
derson of this column that ha had 
bean offered ** federal job, but 
Congressman Powell interrupted 
to say: “I'm going to sat that he 
gets one.

NEW DELHI WI — Prime Min­ 
ister Jawaharlal Nehru estimated 
today in Parliament that 25,000

revolution.

He said Ambassador to Moscow

Assembly last Tuesday charging 
his government had been “rudely 
and disgracefully offended” by the 
debate. He said the assembly de­ 
bate violated tile U. N. charter and 
his delegation would boycott the 
body as long as such discussion 
continued. 


Walkout Has Ne Effect 


The walkout had no effect on 
the assembly. 
It voted 55 to 8 Wednesday night 
to condemn the Soviet Union for

African bloc, including India. Only 
the eight nation Soviet bloc voted 
against the resolution. 
It was the strongest measure 
yet approved by the assembly in 
the Hungarian debate.

Fall Communicable Disease Control 
Program Closes in Local Schools 


TIM Harrisburg Public Schools 
brought to a close the fall com­ 
municable disease control program 
with a total of 966 DPT shots be­ 
ing given in four clinics. Two clin­ 
ics were held at Horace Mann 
school and two at McKinley, with 
the school nurse, Mrs. Ethel Ma­ 
thias, in charge. Drs. B. E. Mont­ 
gomery, G. R. Johnson, Frank 
Skaggs and Carl Hauptmann gave 
tile triple antigen using the multi­ 
ple 
syringe technique. 
In the 
spring doctors who did not help 
ii the fall clinics will have oppor­ 
tunity to share in the health pro­ 
gram. 
Teachers have recently releas­ 
ed by way of the children the con­ 
sent forms signed by the parents 
ar guardians of those taking part 
in the program. The consent plain­ 
ly states what was given to the 
ehild in the clinic and is returned 
to the parent to encourage them 
to familiarize themselves with the 
immunization or shot their child 
received 
through the school: to 
urge keeping a family record of 
the 
child’s 
immunization 
that 
school and family may work to­ 
gether effectively; and to stress 
the importance of seeking from 
the family doctor on a private pay 
basis any incomplete immuniza­ 
tions. 
Also, a final reminder is being 
released to parents regarding the 
third or last polio shot for those 
who received the first and/or sec­ 
ond polio injection (Salk vaccine) 
through 
the Harrisburg 
Public 
Schools. As previously announced 
there will be no other polio clinic 
through the school. 
Parents who 
have not taken their children to 
their family doctor for the third 


/lose of Salk vaccine on a private 
pay basis are urged to seek the 
advice of their doctor and follow 
his recommendations. 
The Conservation of Vision pro­ 
gram is fast coming to a close 
with all first and fifth grades, all 
new pupils and referred pupils be­ 
ing tested by the school nurse and 
the group of PTA mothers trained 
last year by the Illinois Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness. 
Referrals have been released to 
the parents of all children in the 
program wearing glasses and the 
cooperation has been good on the 
follow-up. 
The school system in its entirety 
is pleased with the guidance of the 
Medical and Dental Advisory com­ 
mittees, the eye specialists, the 
health agencies, the local doctors 
and dentists, the concerned par­ 
ents and the spirit of the child who 
accepts and participates in that 
which is available and in so doing 
makes for a better community. 


Dr. Cross Urges 
Polio Shots for 
All Under Age 45 


SPRINGFIELD !W-Dr. Roland 
R. Cross, state public health di­ 
rector, today urged all persons 
under 45 years of age to obtain 
vaccinations against polio. 
‘Another polio season will be 
starting next spring and we must 
begin to build our defenses now,” 
Cross said. 
He said it is still important that 
all children 
be vaccinated and 
“we must also emphasize the need 
for vaccinating all persons under 
45 years of age.” 
The incidence of polio is very 
low in persons over 45. 
Cross said the State Health De­ 
partment is seriously concerned 
about lack of public response to the 
availability of polio vaccine. 
While state and federal funds 
for purchase of the vaccine for 
free distribution in Illinois have 
been largely used up, he said, an 
adequate amount of the vaccine is 
still available commercially to pri­ 
vate physicians.
